US. FINANCE 


ALHAMBRA NOTES SUPPLIED’ BY| ROOSEVELT’ BUDGET 


SPEECH 


: = Washington, Jan. 6. 

Prealdent Franklin Roosovelt,- in 
his annual Budget messnge to the 
nation to-day, snid that the policies 
adopted by his Administration jn 
1933 had moved according to plan. 


He naid that he entered office with 
taxer: high and_receipts low due to 
the low fevel -of the national income, 
Millions: of people in. the United 
States were ‘starving. and o  pro- 
gramme was straightway inaugurat- 
ed to guarantee bank deposits, to 
prevent foreclosures, to encournge 
construction, to: increase the national 
income, to reduce interest, to in- 
erense foreign trade, to reduce un- 
sound speculation, to raixc wagea and 
to Incrense valucs. 


He had increased the Federal ex- 
penditures in the form of loans 
which would be repaid later.’ Now, 
he said, duc to the increased national 
{ncome, Governmental receipts had 
Increased « and unemployment had 
been reduced. 


“If we proceed along thix path,” 
he said, ‘‘we shall continue to be 
sucecesaful in our programme and wo 
can anticipate a continued reduction 
in deficits, incrensed tax receipts and 
declining relief oxpenditures, The 
Government's finances are in the best 
condition for seven years, and eredit 
is nt its highest,” he asserted. 


“T hope the attacks on our pro- 
ramme, which spring from a deairo 
‘or political and financial power ‘on 
the part of those tied thereto, will: 
not retard the stendy progress made 
hitherto,” he added. 


Decreased Expenditure 


He'sald that there were indications 
that the expenditures for the 1936 
fisenl yenr will be $875,000,000 below 
the estimates and that reccipts will 
be $419,000,000 nbove the estimates. 
Also that the deficit will be sround 
$3,2334,000,000 .of $1,294,000,000 below 
the estimates. 


For the fiscal year 1937, I will 
nevcd $5,069,000,000 to run all the. re- 
ular activities of the Government,” 
e said, “including the interest, of 
the Public Dobt, major Public Works 
operationa, the Commodity Credit 
‘orporation and various agricultural 
benefit items. I expect to pay these 
regular activities with’ estimated re- 
ceipts of $5,654,000,000, leaving ex- 
coss receipts of  $585,000,000, of 
which I need $580,000,000 for debt 
retirements, leaving $6,000,000 after 
paylng all- regular expenditures and 
debt retirements." ane 


Balaneed Without Relic 


President Roosevelt said that, thus 
without the relief item, the Budget 
would be balanced. It was difficult 
to forecast the Relief needs duc to 
the most recent inauguration of 
Relief work. Also -private employ- 
ment continues to make substantial 
gains. : 


“It is reasonably certain,” he said, 
“that certain appropriations for 
work rolief in the fiscal year 1937 
will be far less than in the current, 
fiscal yenr. This budget estimates 
the. expenditures on Recovery and 
Relief from the unexpended balance 
of the previous appropriations which 
amount to $1,103,000,000," he ex- 
plained. Thus the gross deficit for 
the 1937 fiscal year, without estim- 
ating for additional Work Relief, “is 
less than the gross deficit for 1936 
hy_$2,126,000,000.”

The Five-Power Naval Conference 
was resumed at Clarence House, West- 
minster, this afternoon. At the open- 
Ing of the “meeting, the Chairman of 
the’ First Committee,, Lord_ Monsell, 
stated that Mr. Anthony Eden had 
been appointed ag delegate of the 
United Kingdom to succeed Sir 
Samuel Hoare. It was agreed by all 
‘the delegations that as the Conference 
had, -at its plenary session, elected 
as President the British Forcign 
Secretary, no. further election was 
required, the presidency devolving ex; 
officio on Mr, Eden... ee 

Discussion of the United Kingdom 
proposal for voluntary and unilateral 
declarations of naval construction 
over a period of years was then 
resumed at the point which had been 
reached when the Committee adjourn- 
ed for the Christmas recess, The 
United Kingdom delegate proceeded 
‘to reply to various criticisms which 
had been made bythe Japanese dele- 
gation in regard to tho proposal prior 
to the recess, 

A statement was ther mado by the 
Fronch delegation, drawing attention 
to certain provisions of the United
